Home school students 
win Science Olympiad 
for 2nd straight year

__TWIN FALLS - Quick - name the sci 
entific order to which scorpions belong. 
How about crayfish? Mormon crickew? 

Fourtcen-year-old Jenny Neibling 
knows. 

She and 14 other Magic Valley students 
who attend school in their own homes will 
travel to Tucson, Ariz., later this month to 
show just how much they know 
The Magic Valley Home Educators 
Middle School and Hansen High School 
teams, topped their divisions at the state 

Science Olympiad. in. April., They compet 

ed in 23 science-related events, ranging 
from “Nome that Organisrti" contests to 
catapult and bridge construction. 

The teams brought home trophies and 
an impressive stack of gold and silver 

medals! 

“It's.niw w sec.. Academics don’t get 
the recognition like athletics do.” said 
Howard Neibling. incoming suie director 

contestants. 

But recognition only goes so far. With 
out a school district to pay for expenses, 
the home-school team has been doing yard 
work, engaging in a study-a-ihon and col 
lecting donations from businesses. 

The most spectacular science project 
created by the.homc-schoolcra was their 
entry for the “Mission Possible" contest - 
a Rube Goldberg contraption where a 
falling ball bearing triggers a 2-minulc 
chain reaction that ends with a bursting 
balloon. - 

Jeremi McCarroll, 13, and, Ben Baird, 
,14, both of Twin Falls, said they started 
building and researching the project five 
'fhonths ago. Jenny Neibling and the three 
others in the “Name ,ihat Organism" con- 
test began studying about then, too. and 
they’re still hitting the books in prepara- 
tion for the nationals in Tucson.

Officials: Handgra crimes 
hit record rate in 1992 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
number of crimes committed with 
. a handgun approached 1 million 
in 1992 and occurred at a record 
rate, the Justice Department re- 
ported Sunday. 

Handguns were used in a grow- 
ing percentage of violent crimes, 
because handgun use was up 
while overall nonfatal violent 
crimes dropped in 1992, the de- 
portment said. 

Well before these precise num- 
bers were available. Congress re- 
sponded to reports of growing 
handgun use by passing the 
Brady bill last November. Signed

No. 1 informer. The unflappable 
Gravano has handled hundreds of 
questions on the witness stand, but_ 

. two big ones remain umtnswered as 
his mi^ummer sentencing approach* 
es: 

Will his "work pay off in a sharply 
reduced jail sentence? And if so, what 
kind df message will that send? 

The prosecutors and FBI agents 
who worked with Gravano say that 
ihe-stoeky, tough*talking killer has 
earned a break, and that a reduced. 

* sentence will convince other mobsters 
..to cooperate. 

Defense lawyers say Gravano’s 
agreement for a 20*year niaximum 
term olready sends a disturbing mes- 
sage: Cutting a deal with the govern- 
ment means absolute absolution, with 
no repercussions no matter what the 
crimes. 

“The government, to use the ver- 
nacular, makes offers that people 
can't refuse,” said Gerald Lefcouit, a 
prominent defense lawyer. “People 
will say anything to avoid a mandato- 
ry life term.” 

Which is what Gravano, 48, was 
facing — life without parole. His deal 
with prosecutors guarantees the most 
he wUl serve is 20 years, or about 54 
weeks for each person he admits he 
killed or arranged to kill.

When Gotti became the nation’s 
most notorious mob boss, Sammy 
became his underboss. Gotti was the 
Gambino family’s hark; Gravano was 
iLs brutal bite. 

The Bull was persuaded to switch 
sides by government surveillance 
tapes that captured Gotti bad- 
mouthing his underboss. "Sammy 
told me, T knew even if I was acquit- 
ted, because of what John said, I’d 
have to kill him,"’ recalled James 
Fox, cx-hcad of the FBI’s New York 
office. 

Prosecutors were not keen on 
accepting Sammy, convinced ihcif 
cache of secretly recorded tapes was 
enough to convict Gotti without (he 
problems of cross-examination.. 

“When Sammy cooperated, I had 
mixed fc^ings,’’ said Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Laura Ward. “Those tapes 
killed Gotti. Up until then I thou^t, 
'How can you cross a tape?'" 

But tapes don’t guarantee convic- 
tions. In 1990, Gotti walked on a 
charge that he ordered a hit on a 
union official despite a recorded con- 
versation where he said, “We're 
gonna, gonna bust him up.” 

Gravano helped avoid a repeal, 
• moving quickly from unlikely to dev- 
astatingJulness. Federal offici als say 
they. were overwhelmed by the 
eighth-grade dropout’s honesty, 
memory and testiniony. 

“He’s been fantastic,” gushed 
Ward, who has worked with Gravano 
since he turned. “He really is phe- 
nomenal.

''Heritage is very unique because

Ross, who- wrote her doctoral dis- 
sertation on the success and failure of 
Amcricon Indians in higher educa- 
tion, said rnany minorities are 
uiicomfortable in traditional colleges. 

“We’re trying .to make their entry 
into higher education as gentle os 
possible, c ulturally and to their sclf- 
c-steem, .RUW> saidr“Rcscarch-shows- 
minoriiics at predominantly white 
campuses feel there arc so many 
things they don’t fit in and seem alien 
that they don't feel comfortable. 

Ross did her research on experi- 
ence Yakama Indians had in four- 
year colleges and universities. 


“It wasn’t a very happy experi- 
ence in many cases,” Ross said. ' 

“When a Native American stu- 
dent went to one of, these instiiu- 
' tions, they would feel the same way 
I might feel if I were going to 
school in Saudi Arabia. The learn- 
ing is still there, but there arc so 
many cultural things that arc differ- 
ent in how you do things that you 
don't feci like you belong,” she 
said. 

Her 1978 dissertation concluded 
— after a little pressure from her

"I have been on well over 100 
college and university campuses in 
the last 13 years, and there isn’t any 
place like Heritage.” North said. 

“You look at their size, the age of ' 
Ihe students and the poverty level. 
Every one of those students has a 
story," he said. "These are not 
young kids just out of high school 
.who have their choice of colleges. 
Thc.se are people who haven’t had 
an opportunity before. They’re 
working against great odds and hay- 
ing to struggle lo be in college.” 

The average age of a student is 35 
and about 95 percent of the students 
receive financial aid. More than 60 
percent of the students live on 
incomes below the poverty line.

Here's 
the American Civil Liberties Union, the 
Children’s Defens'e Fund, Citizen Action, 
the Environmental Defense Fund. Friends 
of the Earth, Greenpeace, the Lawyer’.? 
■‘Committee for Civil Rights Under Law, 
the League of Womcri Voters of the Unit- 
_ed States, the Nationnj Association for.llie. 
Advancement of Colored People, the Na- 
tional Education Association. People for 
the American Way,, the Sierra Club, the 
United Methodist Chufeh, the Women's 
Legal Defense Fund. Add to that array 
more than a dozen labor unions, including 
the American Federation of Staie.'County 
and Municipal Employees. 

The glib response to such a letter might 
be that jbst about anything all of these 
groups oppose can't be half bad. But such 
a tmifled from from this variety of liberal 
outfits is rare, saved usually for opposition 
-to Republican appointees to the Supreme 
Court. As such, it tells us much about the 
prime strategy by which these groups pur- 
sue their agendas. 


For ali-lhcir-grass-roots talk,rrnost of. . 
these groups have a hard time convincing 
local legislatures to ratify their ‘proposals. 
Partly this is due to cost, both the cost to 
government and the cost to business. Any 
particular small business, swamped under 
regulatory demand^, has little voice in 
Washington but can make itself heard ni 
the slate and local level. Regulatory costs 


dumped on small businesses cun' bc'op 
posed far more successfully locally. All 
too onon, the 'administrative costs of the 
liberal federal regulatory regime arc 
fobbed ofT on state and local govemmcnis 
that have no choice but to cougli u|^ the 
dollars. Activist.? know that it would be 
immeasurably harder to get a local legisla- 
ture to pass fl proposal thaf entail.? hefiy, 
costs that the locality has to pay for. 

This is the key to the current regulatory 
regime. Congress gets off easy because 
lawmakers don't have to find the money to 
pay for many of their whims and follies. 
Pass the cost on to busincss.and state gov- 
ernment. and they become die bad guys, 
raising prices and raising taxes to cover (he 
federal mandates. Capitol Hill legislators 
gel to look like fine fellows who favor ‘’the 
environment" or ’’civil rights”; they arc not 
the ones who have to make the it^ugh 
choices involved when the bill for feel- 
good laws comes due. Mr. Kempthome's 
bill would short-circuit this racket, making 
Congress meet the demands that its "no- 
ble" intentions entail. 

Hie phalanx screams that this woulc^bc 
the end of the regulatory regime. And they 
arc absolutely right. 

In its place would be a regulatory sys- 
tem in which politicians -would-havc-to 
make choices about whether rules and reg- 
ulations are worth their oficn staggering 
costs. It is surely a testament to how little 
value for the dollar the current regulatory 
scheme is worth that liberal activists them- 
selves are convinced that the whole system 
will collapse ifil has to be paid for.

The United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service is asking for comments on reintro- 
ducing wolves in Yellowstone and Cenual 
_.Idaho._Well _we have some: Let ’em go. jet 
’em howl! 

Making a decision has been a shaggy 
wolf story, a process of study and review, 
hearings and meetings which seemed to 
go on forever; Finally, bn Wednesday, In- 
terior Secretary Bruce Bobbitt brought an 
end to the environmental impact study and 
began a last 60r^ybommcnt period. 

It wos.'a brave decision but doesn’t have 
to be a difficult one, even for ranchers. 
Wolves arc already back in both ecosys- 
tems. The question is how they will be 
managed. 

Former Idaho Republican Sen. Jim Mc- 
Clure, pot exactly a radical environmen- 
talist, supported wolf rcintroduction in 
part because he could sec it coming be- 
caiisc'or natuml migration and because of 
popular opinion but also because these 
•wolves will be considered an "experimen- 
tal population" under (he Endangered 


Species Act. 

In that category, wolves can be shot or- 
trapped and removed when they threaten 
livestock and compensation can be paid 
for their predation.' Had.'wolvcs cbmc back 
oh their own, the Endangered Species Act' 
would have required full-scale protection. 

Fish and Wildlife claims wolves will 
mean S23 million more tourist dollars 
spent in Yellowstone compared to a loss 
of S200,000 .to S400.000 in spending by 
hunters. Wc don’t know about that arith- 
metic, but wc do know wolves cat a lot of 
elk and the pork could use fewer of them 
munching on (he northern range. Maybe 
elk are not out of control, but ’they’re cer- 
tainly not in a natural balance. 

The national parks are supposed to pre- 
serve, os much os possible, a natural, even 
primitive world for the enjoyment of alf 
Americans. The wolf is part of that world 
and part of Western heritage and romance 
which rpokes the Northern Rockies so at- 
tractive and popular.

Agency officials say many people don’t under- 
stood (he rule changes, which they say amount to 
fine tuning to bring federal regulations in line with 
stale laws and don’t impose major new restric- 
tions. 

The rules would allow foresters' lo restrict such 
behavior as drinking and hunting, primarily for 
safety reasons. But those provisions-have been 
around since 1977, and the restrictions ate not in 
place in most federal forests. 

A ban on glass containers could be imposed at 
some sites under the new rules — the only new re- 
striction. 

Still; sportsmen’s groups across the country 
have organized an effort to block (he rules, urging 
people to protest the chaiiges before (he public-

HAILE'Y - The second of two 
hillside development moraipriums- 
cffectivc since September - expired 
May 10, leaving Blaine County in 
limbo after its attempt to improve 
the ordinance. 

Responding to public commenLs. 
county commissioners will try to 
smooth out the kinks in .interim or- 
dinances that govern hillside devel- 
opment in the' Wood River Valley. - 

But until they do. property own- 
ers must rely on the original Hill- 
side Ordinance adopted in 1991. .. 

The county planning and zoning 
commission has been attempting to 
create u workable ordinance for 
nearly a year. But commissioners 
have met much public criticism over 
(he interim ordinances, dc.slgncd-(o 
be on the books only until Dec. 31. 

"I think it's probably the most re- 


stricting (ordinance) I've come 
across," said former county com* 
mi.ssioncr Alan Reynolds who 
spoke on behalf of the Sawtooth 
Board of Realtors. 

The real estate agents oppased the 
interim- ordinances on several 
grounds. Reynolds objected, saying 
he believed the interim ordinances 
would end up being “the final” reg- 
ulation. ' 

* He suggested the definitions be 
^ned to eliminate vagueness and 
n^d inlcrprclalion. Rcynold.s said 
•athhc ordinances now stand, a pfop^ 
crlV, owner cannot evaluate his or 
her situation until a costly, on- 
site engineering study is done. 

Commission Chairman Tom 
Blanchard said that the board agreed 
with the planning commission’s ef- 
forts to compile a topographical 
map that would clearly show which 
areas of the county would be subject 
to building restrictions. 


But Blanchard said the commis- 
sion was not willing to delay the 
ordinance while the map was being 
created, thus the need for the inter- 
im ordinances. 

Two complaints about the tem- 
porary ordinances arc requirements 
to locate a hillside home at the low- 
est point 'on the properly, and that 
buildings not-ercate a silhouette 
against a skyline or mountain back- 
drop when seen from a scenic 
route. 

. "1 don’t think there’s a house in— 
this valley that doesn’t have a 
mountain backdrop.”, said critic Jed 
Gray. 

Locating a home at the lowest 
point of a slope often places Ihc 
buildmg near a roadway or in a 
wcllandfi,. something else the coun- 
ty doesn’t want, Blanchard said.

The Schilz^, who sou'll help from 
the American Association of Retired 
Persons (AARP), are not alone in hav- 
ing trouble citing with rising personal 
medical costs, according to two new 
reports. One estimated that elderly 
Americans who arc not in nursing 
homes and other institutions will spend 
an average o f $ 2,803 each in oul-of«- 
pocket ^edtcal costs in 1994, more 
, than twira the amount they spent in 
1987. 

“Out-of-pocket health costs repre- 
sent a substantial burden for older 
Americans, and this burden is increa.s- 
ing." said the report released lost week' 
by (he Public Policy Institute of AARP 
and the Urban lastitute. “In 1994, older 
Americans are projected to spend dra- 
matically more out-of-pocket for 
health care, as a percentage of income, 
than they did seven years ago, rising 
from 1$ percent in 1987 to 23 percent 
in I9i|4.” 

The second report, releosed this 
week by AARP, found iboi nearly half 
of the country's older residents do not 
have insurance coverage fo^ p ^ cy ^^p- 
tion drugs. 


Q. When my 6-ycar-old gets 
angry with me, be often says be 
bates me.

whatever manner, he isn’t just 
inconvenienced or slightly annoyed 
— he "hales” you. 

Like many parents, you attribute 
too much significance to how your 
son’s use of the word ‘’Kale." When 
aa adult says he hates someone or 
some thing, it usually indicates a 
deep loathing or repulsion often 
associated with feelings of ill will. 
When a 6-year-oId says, “I hate 
you!"’ to someone, it only means the 
.someone has made him momentarily 
upset. And since this age child is 
still somewhat self-centered, it 
doesn't lake much to make him 
mad. 

When you react lo “I hale you!" 
os if it’s something to be taken seri- 
ously, you actually give credence lo 
your son's outburst. He secs it get to 
-yourso-he begins saying it more and 
more.ofien. The more he says it, the 
more seriously you take it, and the 
more credence you give it. Under 
circumstances of that sort, a child 
could eventually begin to believe 
that what he’s saying is actually 
true. 

If this was happening only occa- 
sionally, I’d advise that you do 
nothing more than say something 
like, “Oh, 1 understand that you’re 
upset with me and ih^it’s all right." 
Then simply shrug your shoulders

and walk away. But since this is.' 
happening with some frequency, I 
think it would.be best that yoii take 
a firmer stance. Your son needs to 
dcam to control his reoction to being!

A preliminary conversation along 
these lines is*an example of what I 
call “striking while the iron is cold.” ■

will, simply remind him that the 
penally for “I hate you!” is 30 min- 
utes of down li.mc in his room.

Sampras takes Italian Open

ROME (AP) — Pete Sampras has 
the look of a Grand Slam champion. 

.. . The world’s top-ranked player 
established himself os a firm foyoritc 
' to become the first man to win four 
consecutive Grand Slam tourna- 
ments in 25 years by steamrolling 
‘Boris Becker 6- 1 , 6-2, 6-2 Sunday to 
win the Italian Open. 

The victory extended Sampras' 
winning streak to 27 matches, 
improved his 1994 reebrd-to 39-2 
and earned him'hi^ seventh touma- 
ment-title of the year. 

- More impottondy, it was only the 
second tinie in his career that 
Sompms has won a clay-court title. 
He showed he will be the man to 
beat at the upcoming French Open, 
where he will be seeking his fourth 
consecutive Grand Slam tournament 
title — a feat that hasn't been 
accomplished by o man since Rod 

Laver in 1969.^ 

Laver’s feat was done in a calen- 
dar year — something Sampras 
can’t do unless he wins the next 
three Grand Slam tournaments, 
including his second straight 
Wimbledon and U.S. Open crowns. 
The lost player to win all four in the 
same year was Slcfli Graf in 1988. 

Navratilova won .six consecutive 
Grand Slam tournaments in 1983- 
84, but was not credited with a 
Grand Slam since she^ didn’t win 
four in the same year. ’ 

Bcckcr is convinced that Sampras 
can do win at Paris. 

_ “1 think hc’Sjrinvinci.blc-righ^ 
now,” Becker said. ’’The way he’s 
playing right now, he’s definitely 
the No. I fovorite. 1 hope he docs it. 
It would be nice aflcr 20 years that 
someone con win tHe Grand Slam. 


“He’s flying right now. He's play- 
ing like no one has ever played 
against me.

Sampras agreed He will be one of 
the favorites, along wjth more estab- 
lished clay-court stars’ Jim Courier, 
Sergi Bruguera and Andrei 
Medvedev. 

"I would just like to win in Paris 
once, whether it’s this year, next 
year or in five years," he said. "If 1 
con win there, 1 will do something 
that a lot of the great players were 
never able to do,"

on a. scorching spring day at the

“He just beat the hell out of me 
today,” said the eighth-seeded 
Becker, who has never won a clay- 
court tournament. “It was a question 
of him playing like someone from 
the year 2000." 

Becker said he woke up Sunday 
morning tired and with a stiff back. 
But it’s unlikely anyone could hove 
stopped Sampras on this day. 

With the red clay speeded up to 
benefit the big hitters, he played 
with the same dominant style he 
used to win Wimbledon, the U.S. 
C^en and Australian Open. 

He made* the match so one-sided 
that the 7,500‘Spcclators might have 
been tempted to ask for their money 
back.

Today’s South played' his game_ 
without fear. Since West had. done 
the enemy bidding, South was confi- 
dent the diamond finesse would win. 
What he failed to consider was that 
he could have made the game 
whether the diamond finesse won or 
lost. His overconfidence cost him 
game and rubber. 

East put up his heart Jack at trick 
one and South fearlessly won his 
king. He had his sights set high. With 
the diamond finesse succeeding, he 
~planned on winning five diamonds, 
three spades, two clubs and the 
heart king to bring his total to U 
tricks. Why should he not take his 
tricks and run? 

The answer came quickly. The di- 
amond finesse lost to East's king 
and the heart return made for an 
unhappy ending for South. West rat- 
tled off four heart winners, and the 
hoped-for two overlrlcks'- melted 
into one down. 

Perhaps it was odds-on for West, 
to hold the diamond king. However, 
two possible overtrlcks were not 
worth the risk of losing game and 
rubber. 

To make the game a virtual 
cinch. South should refuse the first

GOODING — With the 
coming of summer, household 
pets are in harm's way, and if 
they get hurt seriously, there 
-ore no wailing sirens to come 
to their rescue. 

Worse, most. pet owners 
don’t have a clue about how to 
- haruUe a traumatic injuiy to an 
animal, and the animals them- 
selves can turn on' their human 
fiiends when th^’re hurt 

So veterinarians prescribe 
five ports caution and one port 
preparedness. 

Chances are. If your pet gets 
hurt this summer, it will be run 
overby a vehicle. 

But additional injury can 
happen after a dog or cat has 
hit 

“You need to access the 
damages os best you can before 
moving the anin^,’’ veterinari- 
an Fiheas Hughboiiks of Good- 
ing said. “If you suspect back

If no board is available, he 
said, slide the animal on to a 
blanket or whatever is avail- 
able.

Keep your pet 
' alive, well 


Based on the cases they see most fre- 
quently, Magic Valley veterinarians Fincos 
Hughbanks and Connie Rippcl offer the fol- 
lowing advice for handling pet emergen- 
cies: — 

• Dogs arc injured by falling or being 
thrown froth pickups and other vehicles. If 
you tic them in, be sure thc^ ore tied short 
enough so they can't fall out and strangle on 
the rope or chain. 

• Cheat grass, June grass- and foxtails 
season begins soon. These plants have 
scc^ with sticker arms that catch in animal 
hair and work their way right into the skin, 
causing serious abscesses .that can become 
infected. For prevention, trim long-haired 
dogs and check between their toes and in 
their axillary areas (armpits) for these nasty 
seeds. In cities, cut or bum these weeds 
whenever possible. 

• Protect small dogs from attacks by 
large dogs. Either keep the small dogs in- 
side or in a fenced area. The fence should 
be high enough to keep large dogs out. 

• If a dog is bitten oy a rattiranakc, keep 
the animal as quiet as possible. Carry it to a 
vehicle and try to keep the bite area cool 
with a wet towel or ice to slow circulation 
and ease pain. Take the animal to a veteri- 
narian for anti-venom treatment within two 
or three hours. Chances of survival arc im- 
proved if the dog is large, the bile is on an 
extremity and the snake did not inject a 
large amount of vcnoni. 

• A few porcupine quills can bo pulled 
by the owner with pliers. But if there ore a 
lot of quills, the dog should be token to a vet 
for anesthetic, antibiotics and disinfectants, 
^ilts that ore not removed will work their 
way into the dog’s body, sometimes emerg- 
ing weeks later through the lop of the anir 
nrnl's nose or out its checks. While pullirtg 
quills, once again, beware of a dog's bite. 

• Pets sprayed directly in the face by a, 

^inlf hove iheif eyes flushed with 

worm water. To get rid of the smell, wash 
the pel in vinegar or tomato Juice. 

• Feline leukemia is common in this 
area. Any cat that is allowed outdoors and 
comes in contact w ith othe r cats needs a 
vaccination trom-tfils dudIy,.comagious. 
disease. Prevention is the only cure. 

Cats, even those kepi indoors, need a 
combination vaccination to protect them 
trom respiratory viruses that spread through 
the air. 

Mousers need deworming treatments 
about twice a year. Signs that a cat. has 
worms include a rough, dry coat and a pot- 
belly on on otherwise thin animal. 

• Cat fights can cause severe wounds as 
well as the spread of disease. Since most 
caLs fight at night, owners should keep their 
cats inside at night. 

Also, because they tend to roam more, 
male cats that have not been neutered ore 
the ones most often hit by cars. Neutering 
or spaying a cal will moke it tend to ^y 
closCT to home.

eyc.sight, his once razor-sharp mem- 
ory and his freedom. 

It’s even taken away his smile.- 

As part of Parkinson’s Awareness 
■ Month, (April) scvcml people affect- 
ed by the di.sca.se talked about what 
life is like for those with iho- illness 
and those who care for them. 

Sitting" on a kitchen chair in his 
northwest Wichita home recently, 
Montgomery slumped tc^onc side as 
he explained how the disease has 
affected him.-Evcry-30-minutes or 
so, he apologized for having to stand 
and walk around. If he sits too long 
in one place, he said, his body will 
stiffen. His steps were small and his 
hands clutched chair backs to steady 
his balance. 

"It disabled the function of my 
entire body,"^said Montgomery, 75. 
“What realty bothered me was I had 
to give up driving. I lost my depth 
perception. I couldn’t tell how close 
I was to the car in front of me or 
how far I was from the curb.’’ 

He said he feels that the inability 
to drive has stripped him of free- 
dom. 

"I used to just hop in the car and 
go down to the .store,’' he said. Now 
-he must-rel.y on his wife, Vernu 
Mac, both to prepare for the trip 'to 
the store and to drive hipi- Most 
people with Parkinson’s who liyc-at 
home rely heavily on the care of 
their spouses. 

At a Wichita area support group, 
several spouses talked about the dif- 
ficulty of caring for a spouse and of 
watching him deteriorate. 

‘it changes your life lremcndou.s- 
ly,” said a woman who provides 
constant care to her 80-yeur-old hus- 
band. "These are supposed to be our 
golden jtparSi” 

Paricinsbn's has stolen that gold, 
she said, during a recent meeting of 
a Parkinson's Support Group. The 
disease usually afflicts older people, 
whose plans of travel and leisure can 
be severely limited, if not complete-, 
ly thwarted. 

Tho.se who care for people with 
“Pnrklnson’s'saytlteyofien'musrhelp 
their loved one get up, day and 
night, button their clothes, cook 
their meals and transport them. 

Those with the disease say they 
worry about their condition acteno- 
rating — double vision, memory 
loss, depression and a "mask look,” 
which makes the face rigid, with no 
smiles, no frowns, Symptoms vary 
with each person.
